47" Report of the Okanagan Historical Society 1983 


ARMSTRONG CHEESE CO-OPERATIVE ASSOCIATION 
1939 — 1961 
by Mary H. E. Blackburn 


First settlers in the Armstrong district undoubtedly had cows, for milk. for butter 
and for meat. The area lent itself to the keeping of dairy herds. As early as 1902 settlers 
organized to build a creamery. money to be raised by the sale of shares. The Municipal 
Council of the time was asked to support the project, but turned it down. Later, the 
Council was asked to help by way of exemption from taxes on the building to be erected. 
This assistance also was refused. Despite these setbacks, the settlers perservered and a 
creamery was built and equipped and a buttermaker hired. The first buttermaker was a 
Mr. Hughes and later Mr. Alfred Slater took over full control of the venture which 
prospered under his management. By 1923, the creamery, which was situated on Davis 
Creek, just north of the city, was producing 12,000 lbs. of butter per month. In 1924, after 
a great deal of controversy, the business was sold outright to Pat Burns and Company. 
who took over on July 1, 1925. 

On Saturday, September 3. 1927 a fire completely destroyed the plant of the 
Okanagan Valley Co-operative Creamery, as it was then called. The Vernon City Council 
lost no time in giving Pat Burns and Co. large facilities and concessions to centre the 
creamery business at Vernon and, as no such inducements or co-operation was forth- 
coming from the Armstrong City Council, the creamery located in Vernon and Armstrong 
dairymen had to ship to Vernon or Salmon Arm or go out of business. Armstrong lost one 
of its most vital industries. 

This is the background to the establishment, in 1938, of a cheese factory in 
Armstrong. The farmers, most certainly, and many of the businessmen of the time felt 
very keenly the loss of "their dairy" as an outlet for their milk and as a viable business for 
the community. 

In 1937 Mr. Charles Busby, a cheese maker of good repute, moved to Armstrong. 
He could see the possibilities of starting a cheese plant in Armstrong and, after much 
talking. planning and organizing, the idea was accepted. Money was very scarce indeed 
and they managed with considerable difficulty to raise, by sale of shares of $10.00 each, 
enough money to cover the cost of construction of the first plant. Messrs. Geo. 
Bawtinheimer and A. E. Warner loaned money to pay for the machinery. There were 
many difficulties to overcome as this was the only cheese factory in the province making 
cheese on a large scale. The lack of working capital made things extremely difficult. The 
project was also hampered by wild, unfounded speculation and rumour, as is often the 
case when new things are attempted. In spite of all this. the cheese factory commenced 
operation on Tuesday, February |, 1938 with Charles Busby as cheesemaker, with A. P. 
Slade of Vancouver as promoter and with the entire output to be purchased by Slade and 
Stewart of Vancouver. Some of the interim Directors during the planning period were: 
Stan Noble, A. E. Sage, E. A. Norman, Donald Graham, Geo. Bawtinheimer and Ed 
Rochester. 


The Armstrong Cheese Co-operative Association was formally incorporated in 
1939. Its first Board of Directors were: 

President: A. E. Sage 

Secretary-Treasurer: J. W. (Jack) Evans 

Board Members: Edgar Docksteader 

A. E. Warner 
E. A. Norman 
H. W. (Bert) Pritchard 

Mr. Evans served as Secretary- Treasurer until 1942. Then Mr. Pritchard ee on 
this office and served until 1945. 

In 1941, Mr. A. P. Slade, on behalf of the Board of Directors, hired Mr. 

Joe Mullen of Didsbury to take over as cheesemaker to improve the quality of the 
product. Mr. Mullen had eleven years of experience with Burns and Company and was 
most highly recommended by the chief produce grader, who was in the best position to 
know the quality of the cheese Mr. Mullen was producing. It is an interesting side-light 
that, in the letter to Mr. Mullen offering him the position in Armstrong, two of the 
inducements listed were that Armstrong boasted seven churches and also had running 
water. Mr. Mullen accepted the position, sight unseen, and he and his wife Blanche 
moved to Armstrong in November 1941. 

Joe Mullen arrived to find the following situation: 

On the positive side of the ledger: 

1. There was plenty of milk available 

2. He was offered excellent co-operation from the producers of the area 

On the negative side: 

1. The financial affairs of the Association were in poor shape because at the time 
of the original borrowing some funds had been borrowed at an exorbitant rate and these 
debts could not be retired until later borrowings, at a lesser rate, had been repaid. This 
meant that the young Association was carrying a very heavy load of debt. 

2. There was inadequate space in the building for the proper manufacture of cheese 
and for the curing and storing of the finished product. 

3. Very little credit was available from the local banks and this meant that the 
Association had to proceed very slowly indeed. Their only source of funds was the 
Producers’ Reserve Fund, a fund created by holding back a small percentage from 
payments to producers for butterfat shipped. This fund was the only money available for 
capital expenses. except for some very small borrowing as the business gained in assets. 
Later, a small Dominion Government grant was available to assist in the building of a 
cheese storage facility. 

in 1941 the staff of the Armstrong Cheese Co-operative Association was as 
follows: 

Joe Mullen: Cheesemaker - His contract called for him to supply and pay for all 
the help required in the manufacture of cheese. In return he was to be paid 10’ per pound 
on the cheese manufactured. 

Syd Nash - Assistant Cheese Maker- $90.00 per month 

Warren Graves - helper - $60.00 per month 

Truckers - Ken Nash and Dan Popowich who were paid 15° to 18° per cwt. of 
milk hauled. 


During the next four years the business prospered. The volume of cheese 
manufactured increased phenomenally as the following figures show: 

1941 190.000 Ibs. 

1942 480,000 Ibs. 

1943 820,000 Ibs. 


By 1943 the co-operative was the second largest producer of cheese in Canada. 

In 1941 the Association constructed a controlled temperature cheese curing 
room. In 1942 at the British Empire Show held at Belleville, Ontario, the Association's 
cheese won two second prizes in an open competition for al] Canada in which there 
were 385 entries. In 1943 there was a fire in the plant which caused some damage to the 
building. It was a matter of pride with management that milk was shipped to Vernon for 
only one day after the fire and then the plant resumed operation and commenced 
rebuilding on a larger scale. During this rebuilding the plant was equipped with a larger 
boiler. During the next few years a can washer was purchased and more milk vats were 
added. Also added to the Association's equipment was a butter churn and a whey 
separator. This last item enabled the dairy to recover butterfat heretofore lost in the 
whey. This recovered butterfat was made into whey but: ter and marketed under the 
name of "Victory Brand", a name suggested by Mrs. Stan Noble. 

By 1944, Joe Mullen was named Manager as well as cheesemaker. “Armstrong 
Cheese” had now acquired a name for superb quality and was very much in demand 
throughout the province. 

In 1948 Armstrong Cheese Co-operative Association expanded into fluid milk 
processing by purchasing the City Dairy from Myers Fransden of Armstrong. This move 
resulted in increased returns to producers. A steady expansion into fluid milk processing 
in valley markets was as follows: 

Penticton in 1951 Kamloops in 1953 Salmon Arm in 1954 

Vernon in 1952 Kelowna in 1953 
The Association was now producing a full line of dairy products including ice cream and 
cottage cheese which were marketed under the brand name of VALLEY DAIRY. 

In 1950 Joe Mullen became General Manager and his contract was 
changed from the percentage of cheese manufactured to a salary. 

In 1952 the employees were experiencing considerable unrest. Union organizers 
were working to set up locals. Noca Dairy had been unionized for some time prior to this 
and were in the throes of negotiating a new contract with the union. Not all Armstrong 
Cheese employees, by any means, favoured joining a union and the matter was strongly 
argued over several months. Considerable pressure was put upon the staff and, finally, 
Armstrong Cheese Cooperative Association voted to form a union. This was early in 
1953. 

In 1954 Armstrong Cheese Co-operative Board of Directors, acting for fluid milk 
members of the Association, asked and received the consent of the B.C. Milk Board to 
control the Association's fluid milk production. The Milk Board established the price 
paid to the producers each month for their milk. 

These two factors. the unionization of employees and the control of fluid milk 
prices by the Milk Board. drastically changed the operation of the Association. The 
Association had started and operated successfully as a co: operative, where, to put it in 
simple terms, the co-op purchased milk from producers, processed the milk. paid all 
costs and expenses and returned the remaining profits to .the shareholders (the 
producers). Now, the producers were paid a price set by the Milk Board: the employees

were paid wages agreed to with the union. Neither figure bore any relation whatever to 
what profits. if any, the Association's business was producing. This might appear to be 
an over-simplification of the situation, but it is certainly true that the Association was 
started on a downhill course. 

For the years 1958, 1959 and 1960 the Association's books showed a loss. 
Management instituted economies where possible, but their hands were tied by the 
following irrefutable facts: the selling prices of manufactured products had to be 
competitive; wages and conditions of employment were set by the B.C. Milk Board. 
Any small economies seemed fruitless. 

General Manager Joe Mullen advised the Directors that the Association should 
retract rather than continue to expand and that one or more of the branch businesses 
should be sold. The Directors of the time did not agree with this solution and felt that 
more expansion was the answer. As Mr. Mullen felt that he could not continue as 
General Manager under these circumstances, nor could he pursue a management policy 
so diametrically opposed to what he felt was needed, he gave his notice to the Board. 

Allen Sheardown was hired by the Board of Directors to pursue their chosen 
policy. The business continued to lose. B.C. Central Credit Union, the bankers for the 
Association, warned that the heavy overdrafts could not continue. Finally, on July 12, 
1961, B.C. Central Credit Union called the overdraft which resulted in immediate 
closure of the plant. This foretold closure was carefully timed to take effect when the 
accounts receivable funds were most healthy and the Credit Union were able to recoup 
their loans. However, the milk producers lost thousands of dollars that they never 
recovered. 

This was the end of Armstrong-cheese Co-operative Association. From an idea, to 
a very small beginning, this co-operative effort of farmers and businessmen and 
hundreds of enthusiastic employees had grown far beyond the wildest dreams of its 
original organizers. The Association had stimulated the growth of dairying in the region 
and had provided employment. Armstrong Cheese had become renowned for its superb 
quality and Valley Dairy products were enjoyed all over the interior. The failure of this 
Association was a crushing loss to many dairymen and a very cruel blow to the business 
life of the community. 


NOTE 

The buildings of Armstrong Cheese Co-operative were purchased by Dutch 
Dairies of Kamloops and operated under that name. They continued to make Armstrong 
Cheese and had the foresight to register the trade name "Armstrong Cheese" in every 
Province in Canada. 

The business has since been sold to Dairyland together with the registered trade 
name "Armstrong Cheese" and it is still possible to purchase this excellent cheese in 
Western Canada. 


The preceeding article on the ARMSTRONG CHEESE CO-OPERATIVE ASSOCIATION 
was re-printed with the kind permission of the Okanagan Valley Historical Society. 


The Armstrong Cheese Co-operative Association made use of tokens which were good for 
one quart of milk, one pint of milk, or one half pint of cream. There may have been other tokens as 
well. These tokens would have seen use’in the 1950s. The tokens are of plastic, round and 29 mm 
in diameter. The quart token is yellow with black lettering, the pint, green with black lettering and 
the half pint cream is red with black lettering. The reverses of all the tokens are blank.

Naturally if you 
don’t have any tokens in that category and you 
don’t intend to have any you will not have an 
interest in following this guide. 


The guide will essentially be photos with a 
short text which will make it easier to 
understand the photos.

So excluding all the varieties mentioned 
above, I will try to detail in photos all the 
others I believe need more explanation. 


P. N. Breton gave a general description and 
Dr. Eugene Courteau, described the varieties. 
In comparison Zoell was the specialist in 
coinage and Courteau that of tokens. 
Courteau was a master in cataloguing tokens. 
His work is absolutely monumental. Few 
know that the varieties have been described in 
an extensive way by this man patiently and 
without a doubt he had a rare talent for details. 
For example he deascribed 319 varieties in his 
small book of 32 pages that covers only the St. 
George tokens of the Bank of Upper Canada. 
This book was the last of his work published 
in 1934. His work extended over a period of 
27 years as his first book was published in 
1907. 


Before I begin, I must mention the patience of 
Stephane Tremblay whom I consider as a 
mentor in the science of Canadian Colonial 
tokens and who had to answer hundreds of 
questions and e-mails on a variety of subjects 
strictly related to tokens. Thank you 
Stephane. Don't worry, I won't reveal 


everything. 

Enough talking now. Let's begin. 

Below we find the obverse of two tokens, on 
the left the LCV-57A1, and on the right, the 
LCV-57A2. We will see the differences of 
these tokens in this article.

Token of Philip Bajus, Brewer, Kingston, Ontario 


by Harry N. James, FCNRS 
O% McColl’s Sales listing of his collection in 1903 he lists an incused check he describes as being 


made of German silver, with the initials P.B.K., giving the name of P. Bajus, Kingston as the issuer. 
The token also has a small star incused along with the initials. The reverse is blank. The token is 
21 mm in diameter. 


The token itself gives no indication of its use and if it weren’t for McColl’s listing of 114 
years ago, it is unlikely that it would have been identified. 


The Bajus family, originally from Germany, had been associated with a brewery in Kingston 
for many years. The brewery itself has a very long history in Kingston. In 1794, Joseph Forsyth and 
John Denison opened the first brewery in Kingston on what is now Rideau Street. In 1824 one of 
the brewery shareholders referred to it as the Kingston Brewing Company and it became known by 
this title. The Brewery was taken over by Philip Wenz and Jacob Bajus in 1826. In 1835 it burned 
to the ground and was rebuilt of stone. Eventually the business was owned solely by the Bajus 
family. 


It is referred to as the Kingston Brewery in Mitchell & Co.’s General Directory for the City 
of Kingston and Gazetteer of the Counties of Frontenac, Lennox and Addington for 1865. Jacob 
Bajus was listed as the proprietor of the Kingston Brewery which was located at the head of 
Wellington Street. He lived at number 25 Rideau Street. A relative, Peter Bajus was employed as 
amalster. The directory also lists Philip Bajus, a shoemaker and a second Philip Bajus, connected 
with Jacob at the Kingston Brewery, who also lived at 25 Rideau Street. 


The elder Bajus, Jacob, had been born in Germany in 1819. He came with his family as a 
young man to Kingston. By the time of the Census for Canada West. Canada East. New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia for 1861 he was well established in his brewery. In this census he is listed with his 
wife, Mary (Moon) Bajus, born about 1825, sons, Philip, 16, Jacob, 12, William, 6, Alfred, 4 and 
Albert, 1. There was also a daughter, Elizabeth, 10 and a step-daughter, Maria Moon, 18. 


By 1879 the Kingston Brewery was under the direction of Philip Bajus. They were producing 
ales and porter, beer and lager bier and they were supplied either by the bottle or in wood, 
presumably meaning in casks. The brewery became known as the Bajus Brewery and in its lattera 
years was listed under the ownership of Grace Bajus. The Bajus family sold the property to A. 
Asnglin & Co., Lumber Dealers in the 1920s. 


Philip Bajus had been born in Kingston in 1845. On the first of march, 1876 he 
married Grace Stevenson, 19, of Belleville. In addition to being associated with the family brewery, 
Philip also was involved with the Canadian Militia and Defence, belonging to “The Princess of 
Wales’ Own Rifles.” He held the rank of Captain in 1872 and was a major by 1877.

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A. D. Faucher, Saloon and Restaurant, Peterborough, Ontario 


OM his Ilustrated History of Coins and Tokens Relating to Canada, P. N. Breton lists a 5¢ token 
for A. D. Fancher, Billiards in Peterborough, Ontario. He lists it as number 753 and mentions that 
“Mr. Faucher, not Fancher, as it is on the coin, kept a hotel in Peterboro, but in 1885 he gave up and 
went to the United States. Of these checks, nine were found and secured by the Rev. Mr. J. M. 
Goodwillie, and the balance about twelve, by Mr. Jos. Hooper of Port Hope, Ontario. 


Mr. Elwood Jones in his Hotels With History: Local Inns Made Their Mark In the 19" 
Century, states “Dolphus Faucher - proprietor of St. Maurice Saloon, Brock Street: - Their 
advertisement promised “Lunches at all hours; oysters, lobsters and all kinds of game in season.” 
Faucher was born in Quebec in 1832, and remained in the food business throughout his career. In 
1890 he was operating a restaurant in Rochester, New York.” 
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Ad from Fuller’s Peterborough and Victoria Counties 
Directory, 1865 - 1866. 


Dolphus, or Adolphus Faucher can be found as early as 1861 listed as a saloon keeper in the 
Canada West Census, but it was in 1865 when he opened the St. Maurice Saloon on Brock Street 
in Peterborough. He would oversee the pub for the next eleven years, the first of thirteen owners over 
150 years of what since 1975 has been known as The Pig’s Ear, or more affectionately, The Piggy. 


Its name changed frequently over the years, being known as the St. Lawrence Hotel from 
1867 until 1876 and again from 1893 until 1912. From 1877 until 1879 it was The Club House, then 
from 1880 until 1883, the St. James Hotel. The name was changed in 1884 to The Little Windsor 
Hotel. This lasted until 1890. It was Cardwell’s Hotel from 1871 until 1892, renamed the Windsor 
Hotel from 1913 until 1929 when it became the Windsor House, which it was until becoming the 
Pig’s Ear in 1975. 


Adolphus Faucher can be found in various directories for Peterborough. In the Canada 


Census for 1871, he is listed as a hotel keeper. He was living in the hotel with his wife, Martha, 
daughter, Harriet and son Adolphus. Also in the hotel with them were servants, Bridgett Nowla and 
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her son, Albert, Bella Faucher, probably a relative as well as a servant, Alex Allen and William 
Chamberlain, as clerk. 


In 1884 Adolphus married his second wife, Mary. From 1905 until 1930 they were in 
Munroe, New York. 


In the 1851 Census for Canada East, Canada West, New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, the 
Fauchers are listed in Yamachiche of St. Maurice County, Canada East. The saloon very likely 
received its name from his county of birth.

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him with his uncle, H.H. raising cattle near Medicine Lodge, KS. 
The Wichita City directory has him in the stock-raising business 
'in 1882. The 1885 Kansas State census records that he running 
_a billiards hall near Medicine Lodge in Kiowa, Kansas. Next, we 
‘find him back in the grocery business in Seattle, WA according 
‘to the 1889 State census . By 1896, he and Hattie are in 

' Juneau, Alaska operating a mercantile. When the gold rush 
‘brings in prospectors, J P seizes the opportunity and set up a 
store at Dyea, Alaska, where miners would disembark from the 
ships, outfit and provision before setting off over the Chilcoot 
Pass to the Yukon. Soon, J P has his Whitney and Pedlar stores 
‘in Bennett, then Dawson and Whitehorse, moving to the Yukon 
in 1899. He is listed on the 1901 Canadian census with Hattie in 
‘Whitehorse. After 1901, we have no record of Hattie Whitney. 
She is not on the 1911 Canada census, but there is no death 
'record on file in Whitehorse. On various documents, J P Whitney 
‘is listed as John Pattent Whitney. His death certificate indicates 
_John Patten Whitney. His mother’s step-mother was Ann Miller 
Patten. John Patten Whitney died 18 Mar 1933, Whitehorse, 
‘Yukon Territory, Canada. 


J.P. Whitney was a true “booster” of Whitehorse and of the 
Whitehorse Copper Belt properties, and he played the most 
active and important role in their development. John Patten 
_Whitney, better known as J.P., was originally from Pennsylvania 
and he arrived in Whitehorse in 1899 along with W.C. Pedlar 
where they established one of the first businesses in town, 
Whitney & Pedlar General Merchants. By supplying much 
needed provisions and tools to the early prospectors, Whitney 
-soon acquired a large interest in a multitude of claims and 
-mines including the Iron Horse, the Corvette, the Rabbit’s Foot & 
Anaconda and the Copper King. 


In 1902 J.P. traveled all the way to San Francisco to purchase 
the latest in mining equipment, which was shipped north and 
installed at the Copper King. This enabled the Copper King to 
mine and ship almost 500 tons of high grade before the end of 
1904. By 1907 he was majority owner and manager of the 
_Copper King and by 1915 he was co-owner and manager of the 
Grafter Mine too. In addition to J.P.’s copper belt interests, 
which was said to eventually include over 12 square miles of 
mineral claims, he also owned several producing gold claims on 
Bullion and Forth of July Creeks in the Kluane District. And 
when the rich silver discoveries were being developed in the 
Windy Arm District in 1906, Whitney & Pedlar established a 
store in the boomtown of Conrad City catering to prospectors 
and miners there. J.P. was also a president of the Whitehorse 
‘Board of Trade and an active member of the local smelter 
committee. For many years J.P. was a fond and familiar figure 
around Whitehorse and he definitely looked the part, decked out 
in a fine tweed suit, Stetson hat, big white hair, big white 
moustache, cigar and cane. And when he was not promoting or 
tending to his mines, old J.P. could often be found attempting to 
whip someone’s butt at billiards at one of the local taverns. In 
1912 J.P. became one of the first automobile owners in town 
when he had a Model “A” Ford shipped up to scoot him around 
to his different mines. 


Following the closure of the copper mines, J.P. became 
interested in fox farming and had two such establishments at 
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| Whitehorse in the 1920’s and 30’s. One was the 
_J.P. Whitney Black Silverfox farm, located across 
the river from the old Canol refinery. Furs from 
_the farm were world famous for quality. In 1933 

) after spending almost half of his life as White- 
-horse’s most upstanding citizen and promoter, 
“Old Man” Whitney, succumbed to pneumonia at 
the age of 79 in Whitehorse General Hospital, 
_among family and friends, still holding his copper 
‘belt. 


‘Messrs. Taylor and Drury met while en route to 
‘the Klondike but learned of a gold rush at Atlin, 
'B. C. and opened a business there. In opposition 
to them were Whitney and Pedlar. Both firms 

moved to Lake Bennett during the construction of 
| the White Pass and Yukon Railway to do business 
‘with the temporary population of 10,000 at 
' Bennett City. In July, 1900 they took the first 
through train to Whitehorse terminal and soon 
both firms were doing business there.

_ They remained in opposition until 1912 when 
' _ Taylor Drury Pedlar & Co. Limited was 
: _ incorporated. Using the steam-powered "kluahne" 
on the Yukon river system the company opened 
_and supplied trading posts at 18 locations, 
although no more than 12 were in operation at 
any one time. Tokens were used at these posts in 
order to avoid the need to hold large sums of 
money at each one. Acceptance of the tokens was 
_so great that the native people hesitated to accept 
“steamboat” money from people travelling on the 
_ boat. While the name was changed to Taylor & 
| Drury Limited in 1921, the tokens remained in 
use in some posts as late as the 1940's. 
: 


_ While these tokens have been long sought by collectors, there was an awareness of an overhang in the possession of 
the families and some had wondered what might come of this remainder. The question has now been resolved with 
‘the purchase of all of these tokens by D.M. Stewart of Victoria, B.C. There were 33 of the $5.00 tokens which limits 
the number of sets available. The brass tokens in denominations of $5.00, $10.00, and $20.00 are in good condition 
_ but the aluminum 25c, 50c and $1.00 tokens are worn, holed, bitten and generally in poor condition. A light silver- 
coloured metal token with, "Taylor Drury Pedlar & Co Limited, Yukon Territory, White Horse", on the obverse side 
and, "Good for 50 (cents sign) in trade", on the reverse side.

_ Drury came to the Yukon by way of Atlin and Bennett 

_ where they engaged in business before arriving in 

_ Whitehorse to establish themselves as partners, in the 

_ year 1900, with the arrival of the railway. Taylor & 

' Drury operated their separate businesses until the 
amalgamation. John P. Whitney and William C. Pedlar 
met in Juneau in 1895 and went onto Whitehorse to 
built their store on Front Street in 1900. A second 
store was established in Dawson on 2nd Avenue be- 
tween 2nd and 3rd Streets in 1901. There are probably 
_ 50 complete sets of these tokens in existence today, 33 
_ which came into a collector’s hands in 1987, plus a few 
' sets in museums and in private hands previously; in 
addition there are a number of singles in the small 
hoard. 
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May 23, 1905: Whitehorse was swept by fire early this morning and is now a mass of blackened smoking 
ruins. Loss $300.000. The single fire engine at a critical moment gave out, and quickly the best part of the 
city became involved in the ruin. So rapidly did the fire spread, many complete and extensive stocks were 
lost entirely, not a scrap being taken out of the stores before the buildings were completely enwrapped in 
flame. The fire takes the city, extending from the post office to the telegraph office and crossing the tracks, 
sweeping the railroad, the White Pass depot, three of the best hotels and dozens of the smaller buildings. The 
fire originated this morning between four and six o’clock in the barber shop in the rear of the Windsor Hotel. 
The fire was a trifle, and the fire engine was soon rapidly reducing the flames to nothing. It was almost under 
control when owing, it is said, to the fact there was not sufficient water in the engine, it broke down. The 
engineer is blamed for the fact of the engines breaking down and the consequent loss. The whole hotel in 
a few minutes was ablaze, the flames spreading to the surrounding buildings. A strong wind was blowing 
and the flames jumped the street and the building of Whitney & Pedlar and the railway station were both 
soon ablaze. Both were burned to the ground in a very few minutes. All the buildings in the block north of 
the Windsor Hotel were burned to the ground and in the block south of the hotel, all were burned as far as 
the post office. No government buildings were damaged, nor was the warehouse of the railway damaged. 
A considerable quantity of baggage, however, was destroyed in the railway station. There were no lives lost, 
nor were there any lives in danger at any time. The whole town turned out to assist in the putting out of the 
flames. Mr. Newell and the other officials of the White Pass Company formed a bucket brigade and did 
efficient work. As soon as the fire was out the railway company commenced the construction of a new 
railway station. Other merchants are making arrangements at once for the construction of their buildings and 
in a week several of the principal merchants and hotel men will have their new structures well under way. 
The following is a complete list of the burned business houses: Windsor Hotel, Golden Eagle Hotel, 
Vancouver Hotel, Commercial Hotel, Seattle Hotel, R. Lowe & Co., McKeown drug store, McLennan 
Hardware Co., Taylor & Drury, H. F. Sieward, Jewelry, Halbe Hotel, Central drug store, Marche dry goods, 
Arctic Trading Co., Commercial. café, P. Burns & Co., Main Street laundry, Royal restaurant, Salvatore 
confectionery, Bennett News Co., Royal café, Electric Light Co. Poles and wires, White Pass depot. Fire 
was always a great fear in a frontier town. Closely built tents and wooden buildings using every sort of wood 
stove made fire almost a certainty. Whitehorse had prepared itself for just such an emergency with a fire 
hall, rolls of hose, fire engine and a well organized fire brigade. In the early morning of May 23, 1905, 
however, human error caused the entire business section of the town to burn down. Bank of Commerce teller 
Robert W. Service was part of the fire brigade that morning and remembers the blaze in his autobiography 
“Ploughman of the Moon”: 


“One morning in early spring we were aroused by the fire siren. It was around three o’clock, and 
we cursed as we rushed to the scene. It was a grey dawn, evil and askew. Others passed us pulling on their 
clothes as they ran. I heard them cry: “It’s the White Pass Hotel.” [Windsor]...Smoke was pouring from the 
building, but as yet there was no sign of fire... The hotel was only a hundred yards away from the pump house. 
We could get two streams on the fire and quickly master it. Everything was in place awaiting the 
water...How long it seemed to be in coming! But the engine had to be started and the engineer had lost his 
head...Hose in hands, with nozzles pointing, we waited, prayed, cursed...” “Thank God! At last the pipes 
swelled and the strong jets shot out. We were saved. We would soon get the fire under control. We 
inundated the centre of the building where the smoke was thickest. It faltered and almost died 
away...Suddenly, to our horror, the saving stream ceased. Not a drop of water came forth. At the same time 
the fire, as if mocking our dismay, burst out again. 


“Quick see what’s wrong!” shouted the crowd, and a rush was made to the pump room. Men were yelling 
frantically for water. Then I could see them dragging out the wretched engineer, who seemed to be in a state 
of collapse. I heard a shout of panic: “There’s no more water in the tanks. He’s let them run dry. We’re lost, 
We can’t fight the fire!” “...And there they stood staring at those limp hose pipes from which no water came. 
We were helpless and, seven as we looked, the fire, as if in triumph, shot out a great blaze of flame that 
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dominated the smoke. The holocaust was under way.” 


The final result of the fire was the burning sown of most of the business community on Front Street between 
Steel and Elliott and down Main Street to Second Ave. Bank of Commerce employees, Robert Service 
among them, formed a bucket brigade and prevented sparks and the intense heat of the blaze from igniting 
the Bank of Commerce premises which were, at that time, on the west corner of Second and Main.

William Meldrum was born the 9" of Sept. 1872 in 
Ontario. Both Merchants are listed in the 1901and 1911 census. The first advertisement found is a clipping from 
The East Lambton Tribune and Arkona and Thedford Advertiser, Thedford Sept. 27, 1900. ( clippings exist 
from the Thedford newspaper, complete copies are unknown. ) McKenzie & Meldrum are listed in The Union 
Publishing Co.’s Farmers & Business Directory for Essex, Kent and Lambton Counties 1903. They are also listed 
in the 1909 R.G. Dunn Business directory at Thedford and Arkona, Ont. (tokens not listed for the Arkona Store.) 


The Johnson House on Lot eleven burnt to the ground in1880. W. Howell erected a new building on the property. 
Robert McKenzie operated a General Store on this location until 1900 the business is then advertised as 
McKenzie & Meldrum ( advertisement next Page.) 


The business in thought to have terminated in 1919/20 as McKenzie Crawford commenced business in this 
location in 1920. 


U.S. immigration records dated 13 Dec.1920 list Robert, Alice and Malcolm McKenzie departing Vancouver, 
British Columbia, entering the U.S. via Seattle, Washington on their way to California. William Meldrum is 
believed to have moved to the U.S. however immigration records were not found.

The McKenzie & Meldrum listings are somewhat confusing especially when new finds requiring a number turn 
up. For my own convenience I have them in four issue types, they having minor die varieties. 


Bowman listed four varieties under 1020-A and 1020B. The A series bear the date 1902, while the B series have 
the location “ right on the corner”. McColl also listed tokens for the issuers, and recorded them as 288 and 368 ( in 
which he misspelled Meldrum as Mildrum). It is impossible to determine if McColl listed under both numbers as 
the same series. The Bowman A series with the 1902 date fit within McColl’s listing done in 1903. Whether the B 


series predate or postdate the 1903 cannot be ascertained.

The Delhi Canning Co. is listed under Niagara-On-The-Lake, Ontario in the 1927 
Bradstreet directory with the additional notation “see Canadian Canners Ltd. under 
Hamilton, Ontario”, no doubt an indication the Niagara-On-The-Lake operation was 
amalgamated under the Canadian Canners umbrella. 


Before 1903, there were more than thirty independent canning factories operating across 
Canada, with many situated in the Niagara region. In 1903 most of these companies 
joined to form the Canadian Canners Company. In 1910 Canadian Canners merged with 
another sixty canneries to form Dominion Canners, but in 1923 the company returned to 
its original name of Canadian Canners Ltd. In 1956 the Del Monte Corp. (USA) obtained 
a controlling interest in Canadian Canners Ltd.

A search through a wide selection of business directories from late 1800s through 1930 
revealed no information. 
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A request to Rebecca Hunt, CEO/Head Librarian at the City of Temiskaming Shores 
Public Library was very well received, however she responded that the name J. Beaulne 
did not appear in any of their listings of land owners, home owners or residents up until 
the 1960s. Additionally her search through the Temiskaming Speaker index of births, 
deaths and marriages did not reveal any information. 


Another request for information to the CEO at The Independent First Nation Alliance at 
Sioux Lookout went unanswered. 


As a side note in researching this token, it was interesting to learn about the proper 
spelling of Temiskaming, or Timiskaming. The name Temiskaming was used until 1927, 
when a spelling mistake made at the Ontario Legislature officially changed it to 
Timiskaming. The Ontario records were finally corrected by Bill 132, 2010, changing 
the official name back to Temiskaming. Both spellings continue to be used.
